The Sacramento ladies are going to 
begin the work of exterm inating the 
saloons of that city as soon as the 
Legislature adjourns. 
Since February 1st, twenty-one ves­ 
sels, laden with wheat to the amount 
of 003,43(5 centals, have cleared from 
San Francisco for foreign ports. 
There are over one thousand arte­ 
sian wells in San Francisco. 
The 
largest is the one that is to supply the 
new Palace hotel. It will yield 150,- 
00(1 gallons a day. 
The San Francisco Refining and As­ 
saying Works turned out during the 
month of February 84,915 ounces of 
gold and 17,739 ounces of silver, the 
whole valued at $1,784,422.

Granges in Nevada—one in Washoe 
county, one in Ormsby, and the third 
in Douglas.

The ore reduction works in Oakland, 
says the News, on the east side of the 
estuary, have been in operation sev­ 
eral weeks.

C h ic a g o , March 4th. 
The freight agents of the Union and 
Central Pacific railroads and agents 
of the Chicago roads running to 
Omaha, have finally come to an agree­ 
ment on pro rata freight charges, di­ 
viding the receipts according to the 
length of road. The following is the 
tariff agreed upon between Chicago 
and San Francisco. 
Class one, $3 50; 
Class two, $3; Class three, $2 75; Class 
four, $2 50; Class A, $2 25; Class B, $2; 
Class C, $1 80; Class D, $1 GO. The 
rates previous to tho misunderstand­ 
ing were as follows: Class one, $4; 
Class two, $3; Class three, $2 50; Class 
four, $2; Class A, $1 80; Class B, $1 70; 
Class C, $1 60; Class D, $1 50. The 
Tribune says these roads will now 
make a great effort to back down the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, and 
for this reason will have to carry 
freight at exceedingly low rates. 
Edward Pierepont, Rufus Hatch and 
George Scott, representing the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, were be­ 
fore the House Postoffice Committee 
to-day for the purpose of explaining 
their non-performance of the second 
subsidy mail 
contract, which was 
commenced last October. They said 
the delay in getting ships was due to 
the fact that the law required 4,000- 
ton ships, made exclusively of Ameri­ 
can material. 
There was no place 
where such large ships could be built 
in this country, unless proper ma­ 
chinery was put in position at Roache’s 
shipyard. The company have nearly 
completed two of the largest ships in 
the world except the Great Eastern, 
the first tt> be launched on the 14th of 
this month, and the other thirty days 
later. All the machinery is being 
completed and the only delay neces­ 
sary will be to place it in the ships. 
They ask that the iron ships Colima, 
Granada, Colon and Acapulco be ac­ 
cepted as mail carriers under the two 
existing China m ail contracts with the 
Government.

Mail Service in California. 


The contract for carrying the mails 
between Salinas and Los Angeles, 
which was recently awarded to John 
D. Johnston át $34,900 per annum, has 
been cancelled, owing to a discovery 
of informality in his check deposited as 
security, and the contract was given 
to Benjamin Flint at $36,000, this be­ 
ing the next lowest bid. 
The present 
cost of the service is $70,000 per annum. 
The contract for the new mail ser­ 
vice ordered at the suggestion of Lut- 
trell 
between Trinity 
Center and 
Weavervllle, has been given to Grant 
I. Taggart. The service is to be semi­ 
weekly from April to November, and 
weekly the rest of the year. 
Clayton has introduced a bill to pay 
J. W. Dexter $8,000 for extra services 
in carrying the mails between Inde­ 
pendence, 
California, and Aurora, 
Nevada, in 1871. — [Washington Dis­ 
patch.

Boot and Shoe Trade. 


Of the boot and shoe trade in Troy 
the Times says: Work has been to a 
great extent stagnant during the past 
Winter, and not half the usual num­ 
ber of hands have been employed. 
Notwithstanding this the trade lias 
been only a little less than it was 
for the corresponding time last year. 
People must walk and wear out boots 
and shoes, and there must of necessity 
be about the usuul number of pur­ 
chases and sales. The slackness in 
shops Is accounted for by the fact that 
dealers have been disposing of stock on 
hand, cutting it down as much as pos­ 
sible and purchasing by wholesale 
when necessary rather than manufac­ 
turing themselves. Prices have been 
materially reduced, except on cloth 
goods. 
Manufacturers 
assert that 
leather goods are down as low us pos­ 
sible now. Money 
is 
still rather 
stringent, and not many collections 
will be made this month. The sales 
of one wholesole firm in this city wero 
only ten dollars less than for the cor­ 
responding month last year. Panic or 
no panic the business would have been 
dull during the Winter, and the pros­ 
pects are just as flattering now for good 
trade when Spring opens as they were 
last year.

Continental Freight*. 


The difference heretofore existing 
between the Union Pacific and con­ 
necting roads at Omaha for the East, 
have at length been settled, and over­ 
land freights will henceforth roll har­ 
moniously along the great continental 
thoroughfare unvexed by differences 
between the railway kings. The re­ 
fusal of the Union Pacific to accede to 
the terms demanded by the other 
roads 
has been the cause of much 
vexation and delay in the shipment 
of goods, both East and West, and 
heavy shipments to New York have 
been made by the Pacific steamship 
line that otherwise would have gone 
by rail. This latter fact has had more 
to do with the backing down of the 
Union Pacific than anything else. 
The increased facilities of the Pacific 
Mail line has enabled them to offer 
very favorable terms to shippers, and 
the Chicago roads, availing them ­ 
selves of 
this 
change, 
perfected 
arrangements by which their Califor­ 
nia 
freights 
could 
be 
sent 
by 
the way of New York, thus ignoring 
the Pacific roads entirely. The war 
between the roads will now give place 
to a fight with the steamship line. 
The schedule of through freights con­ 
tained in our dispatches shows an im­ 
portant reduction, and if permanent 
would have an important influence on 
the business of our State. 
How long 
the low rates will continue depends on 
the backbone of the Pacific Mail line. 
As they have been making extensive 
additions to their carrying power, it is 
not likely they will be driven out of 
the field without a desperate struggle, 
and a corresponding reduction in 
freights may be looked for on their 
part. In this connection the impor­ 
tance of prevailing on the Company 
to have the New York steamers of 
their line call at Wilmington is appar­ 
ent to every one. Our wine and wool 
all goes to New York, and even 
under the present inconvenient regula­ 
tions by which our New York freights 
are first shipped to Ban Diego and then 
transferred to the through steamers, 
our shipments are considerable. Once 
let the necessity of lighterage be over­ 
come, and the New York steamers be 
induced to take freight regularly from 
our wharves at Wilmington, and the 
commercial importance of our city is 
assured beyond a doubt. 
We have 
a vast area of fertile territory at our 
back that is filling up with an indus­ 
trious population. There are mines of 
fabulous richness in easy reach of our 
city, only waiting the hand of enter­ 
prise to pour their wealth into our 
laps. 
Untold millions 
are locked 
up 
in 
our oil springs 
and 
as- 
phaltum deposits. 
All that we need 
is easy access to the markets of the 
world, and the enterprise on the part 
of our people to seize the golden op­ 
portunities that are opening before us. 
The Chamber of Commerce has taken 
it in hand to make our port one of the 
regular stopping places of the through 
steamers, and the success it has had in 
other directions leads us to hope that 
the arrangement will soon be made, 
but success will come all the more 
surely if every influence is brought to 
bear to bring about the desired result. 
We should be a unit on this subject. 


T h e demand for the reduction of 
the army is not out of keeping with 
the spirit of the times, but it ought to 
be more particularly directed toward 
a cutting down of the number of offi­ 
cers. W ashington and other Eastern 
cities are filled with shoulder-strapped 
gentry for whom the country has no 
kind of use. 
Their presence only 
helps te swell the army expenses, and 
render dissatisfied by the contrast in 
their situations, the really meritorious 
officers who are employed in the hard 
service of the frontiers. The whole 
United States is divided off into grand 
military departments, for no earthly 
purpose but to furnish “ headquar­ 
ters” to a lot of officers where they 
will have nothing to do but loaf 
around and put on style. Apply the 
knife to these useless appendages as 
soon as possible, we say, and then if 
further reduction is needed, it will be 
time enough to begin on the rank and 
file. 


T h e Bulletin favors the taxation 
of lands granted to railroads. Con­ 
gress has been asked to change the 
practice by which railroad lands have 
escaped taxation. 
Not only while 
these extensive domains have remain­ 
ed in the possession of the companies 
to which they were granted have they 
been relieved from the burden of sup­ 
porting the local government, but by 
a little legerdemain not uncommon 
among the railroad managers they are 
kept off the tax lists even after they 
have been sold to settlers. There is 
110 reason why these lands should not 
pay taxes as soon as they have been 
conveyed to the grantees, and we hope 
to see the absdfrd practice of exempting 
them abandoned at once. 


T h e Independents of Oregon have 
called a State Convention to meet in 
Salem on the 15th of April. 
If they 
can do something to purify the rather 
murky political atmosphere of that 
State, and prevent the election of any 
more adventurers of doubtful antece' 
dents and worse than doubtful associa­ 
tions, to Congress, a substantial ser­ 
vice will be rendered, and the people 
generally will not care particularly 
under what name the 
reform 
is 
effected. 


An ex-officeholder in a speech late­ 
ly gave as a reason why good men can 
not be induced to run for office, that 
the press were continually hounding 
and abusing them. Thoroughly hon­ 
est and competent officers, who are 
not above acknowledging their obli­ 
gation to heed the wishe*» of the 
people need have no fear of the press. 
If reckless attacks are made upon 
them, having no foundation in fact, 
the damage will surely rebound upon 
the authors. It seems to us that the 
real difficulty results from the condi­ 
tion of our politics. In the first place 
honest, reliable and competent men 
are in demand everywhere. 
They do 
not have to search for employment. 
Then again the regular scramble that 
is made for office by professional poli­ 
ticians makes office-seeking distaste­ 
ful to the class alluded to. No one 
likes to go into a regular fight to ob­ 
tain a situation that at best is probably 
no better than he could obtain with­ 
out a wrangle. Really deserving men 
are usually modest, and the practices 
of the politicians generally affect 
them more disagreeably than any fear 
of newspaper attacks. 


FARMERS NOT COMMUNISTS. ' 


Letter from the Master of the National 
Grange of the Patrons of Husbandry, 


I have just laid down the Praire 
Farmer of the 3d inst., and after a 
careful perusal of the leading article 
entitled “Farmers Not Communists,” 
in behalf of the farmers of the country, 
and especially the Patrons of Husband­ 
ry, I wish to thank you for saying of 
us, “They tolerate no 
indolence.” 
“They abhor anarchy.” “Their first 
training is in the ways of industry, 
honesty, sobriety.” “They know and 
respect the rights of m an.” “They or­ 
ganize, not for wrong and violence, 
but for justice.” “They join in no 
cry of “Bread or Blood.” 
There is no class of our citizens who 
have a moie abiding interest in the 
permanence and integrity of the Gov­ 
ernment—who would suffer more by 
a reign of anarchy—than we who own 
the soil and till it. 
We live in a republic, and we fully 
understand that a republican form of 
government rests on the idea that the 
people are honest, and their average 
judgment sound. We have an abid­ 
ing faith that this republican idea is 
correct, and that the laws will be a 
reflex of this honesty of purpose and 
soundness of Judgment. We deem it 
the duty of every citizen to express 
his viewrs at the ballot-box, and for all 
to legally submit to the judgment of 
the majority. Only thus can a repub­ 
lic stand. If laws seem unjust or 
oppressive, talk about them, venti­ 
late them, expose their injustice, and 
doubt not that the sovereign people 
will be just. Just now the farmers 
most deeply feel the injustice of certain 
laws. 
We clearly see where they 
deprive labor of its just reward. We 
see how they hold up the strong at the 
expense of the weak. 
We have 
organized to place these grievances 
before the American people, and ex­ 
pect to receive ample justice under 
the law. 
We will be obedient to the laws, 
and we have determined the laws 
shall be made just to us. W hatever 
class of men seek to redress real or 
imaginary wrongs in this republic by 
violence, may rest assured they will 
find the Patrons of Husbandry arrayed 
in solid phalanx on the side of law 
and order. 
Those papers which by “nasty” car­ 
toons, depict us as wrecking enter­ 
prises by deeds of violence, only show 
their own dense ignorance or exhibit 
their hostility. Their advocacy of 
$50,000 Presidential and $7,500 Con­ 
gressional salaries indicates that they 
fail to comprehend the great move­ 
ment th at looks to a return to habits 
of economy and republican simplicity. 
Misrepresentation and ridicule from 
such sources only deepens our con­ 
viction that reform is needed, and 
inspires us with renewed determina­ 
tion to seek it in the way provided 
for American farmers.

The world has exhausted itself in 
the effort to produce a material which 
should do away with the laborous 
and expensive operation of stone cut­ 
ting, but until recently with very 
indifferent success. Those processes 
which were valuable so far as excel­ 
lence of product is concerned have 
almost uniformly been so expensive 
that good artificial stone has cost 
nearly as much as the natural. In 
one notable instance this was not the 
case—that of M. Cognet, whose mate­ 
rial has been used for about twenty 
years in France and the neighboring

arches, 
acqueducts, seawalls, 
etc. It seems, however, to have been 
reserved for California to achieve a 
yet greater triumph. A young Cal­ 
ifornian, who had seen something ef 
the success of M. Cognet’s method, 
undertook to cheapen it, to use com­ 
mon and cheap materials to obtain the 
same chemical result, and at the same 
time to improve it in some important 
particulars. We have often called 
attention to the fact that California 
inventors have taken a front rank, 
and we hope and believe it will be so 
in this case. Certainly it appears as 
if nothing was lacking in the present 
invention to insure the success of the 
company who have purchased the 
patent. 
We visited the office of the 
company—the Eureka Artificial Btone 
Company, 304 Montgomery street—a 
few uays ago. It is a young corpora­ 
tion, but composed of men of known 
worth and business ability, as the fol­ 
lowing list of Directors will show : M. 
C. Cobb, President; O. F. Gebriche, 
J. B. Cox, Peter Portois and G. E. 
Sloss. The capital stock is $500,000, 
divided into shares of $25 each. The 
books are open at the office for sub­ 
scription to the stock which is being 
rapidly taken.

110 soda or sglt water being employed 
in the mahiifttCtUre it does not lose its 
beauty by hge and exposure. 
Piers, 
arches, pillars and blocks too large to 
be handled, can be made in situ ; and 
the composition can be laid 011 with a 
trowel over brick walls, forming a 
beautiful and durable covering, which 
water cannot penetrate, needing 110 
paint, and giving the appearance of a 
handsome stone front.” 
Roofs also, 
of a fire-proof and water-proof, have 
been made of it, and have given 
thorough satisfaction. As we have 
already mentioned, stone somewhat 
similar to this has been used for many 
years in France, in the Suez canal 
anjl other places. That first class 
stone can be manufactured is undoubt­ 
edly true, and it appears as if our 
California inventor had discovered 
the method not only of m aking it, 
but of making it cheaply. This, after 
all, is the essential point for those 
who take stock in an enterprise of this 
kind do so with a view to profit. 
Hence an expensive stone, however 
excellant in quality, would be worth­ 
less. But iu this m atter the inventor 
had in view not the making of a won­ 
derful scientific experiment, but of a 
commercial and profitable fact. Those 
who wish to see and judge for them ­ 
selves, can do so by calling at 304 
Montgomery street, the office of the 
company.

A New Art Association in Florence. 


The London Art Journal for Febru­ 
ary says that a society has been formed 
of six clever resident artists, in Flor­ 
ence, five of whom are Italians and 
one, Mr. Spranger, an Englishman. 
They have obtained from the munici­ 
pality at a reasonable price a piece of 
ground 111 an open, airy situation, 
commanding a beautiful view towards 
Fiesole, and of ready access. Here 
they have erected in one group of 
buildings six spacious and very hand­ 
some studios with wide and commodi­ 
ous halls, staircases and business 
rooms or reception rooms. All are 
lighted from the north, and in the cen­ 
ter is a well proportioned gallery suf­ 
ficient to accommodate 011 its walls 
several hundred pictures and admira­ 
bly lighted from the roof. The studios 
and gallery have been painted and 
decorated with the colors dear to 
artists. Fine old furniture, cabinets, 
tapestries, armor and all the parapher­ 
nalia of the studio are there in rich 
profusion, and in the gallery ottomans 
and other comfortable seats are pro­ 
vided. Thick carpet covers the par­ 
quet flooring, and every doorway has 
its handsome portiere or draperies and 
curtains. 
A more genial home for 
work9 of art than this provided by its 
votaries cannot be imagined. The ob­ 
ject of the associates is toexhibit their 
works favorably all the year round. 
By combination they can form a very 
attractive exhibition, and numbers 
flock to it—a sure sign of the popular­ 
ity of the idea. 
The arfists themselves have this 
great advantage, that their time is not 
broken in upon by visitors; they pur­ 
sue their work in the neighboring 
studios, while those who come to see 
the pictures find a civil attendant in 
waiting. If business be intended the 
visitor passes into the artist’s busi­ 
ness or reception room. The first day 
of opening saw assembled a brilliant 
company; the rooms were crowded 
and the sales commenced at once. 
There were many attractive pictures 
by the President of the Society, Pro­ 
fessor Bechi; by Cassiolini and Chie- 
rici, also professors of the Academy: 
by Signori Tito Conti, Vinea and 
Robert Spranger. 
The exhibition, 
however, was not limited to the works 
of the associates; other well known 
artists were invited to 
contribute. 
The society willingly makes the hand­ 
some gallery available for the works 
of artists of established position. This 
is a feature of the plan, and is con­ 
ducted under business regulations, of 
which the management is in the 
hands of Mr. Spranger. The artist 
association will protect foreigners from 
the imposition to which they are 
often exposed by unprincipled dealers. 
Example is contagious; a handsome 
block of buildings lias arisen close to 
that which we 
have 
described— 
another group of spacious studios. 
It 
is the commencement of an artist 
school.

South Yuba Canal Company. 


This company, of Nevada city, says 
the Transcript of January 24th, are 
now, anti for sometime past have been 
engaged in the construction of a dam 
for reservoir purposes at or near the 
site of the old Magenta flume, at For- 
dy<*e valley, widen, when completed, 
will hold more than one million inches 
of water, and supply that delectable 
article during the .Summer or Fall 
when water is in the greatest demand. 
The breastwork of tljis reservoir is be- 
jug constructed of solid masonry, and 
when completed will be fifty feet high 
and one hundred and fifty feet long. 
The area of land which will be covered 
with water when the reservoir is full 
is computed ut 700 acres. The compa­ 
ny have already expended over $20,­ 
000 on this work, and before it is com­ 
pleted anticipate expending more than 
double that amount. 


Bancroft’s Library and His Work. 


About fifteen years ago, 
Hubert 
H. Bancroft, of Han Francisco, con­ 
ceived the idea of forming a compre­ 
hensive library of books und manu­ 
scripts relating to the western half of 
North America, in which term are 
included Centrul America, Mexico, the 
Pacific Htates and Territories of the 
United States west of the Rocky 
Mountains, and the British possession 
adjoining. The basis ofthe collections 
lie has made was a gathering of books 
printed in the countries named ; but 
lie soon extended his accumulations 
to works of foreign origin. In 1862, he 
personally visited London and Paris 
for this 
purpose, procuring many 
works, and leaving instructions to his 
agents to purchase whatever offered. 
After five years lie again visited 
Europe on this errand, extending his 
researches to Madrid, Rome, Vienna, 
Leipsic, and other continental cities, 
practically exhausting the floating 
literature ofthe kind he sought. Sub­ 
sequently, however, the library of the 
unfortunate| Maximilian, of Mexico, 
was thrown upon the market, and 
from tliis source Mr. Bancroft secured 
about 3,000 volumns relating to ids 
subject, Acquisitions from the sales 
of other European collections followed, 
and in 1869, ten years from the time 
he began liis important task, Mr. Ban­ 
croft found himself in possession of 
10,000 volumns, bound and unbound, 
besides manuscripts, maps, and exten­ 
sive files of Pacific Coast journals. 
This collection has been enlarged by 
the addition of whatever new orrecent 
books have been found or published 
since, by keeping lip newspaper files 
and by procuring ancient and con­ 
temporary manuscripts. 
It is now 
quite unrivaled as a library of books 
relating to this coast, and is at once 
very curious, interesting, and valua­ 
ble. The works are all carefully 
catalogued on an alphabetic system by 
means of cards, and lists of books 
wanted for the perfection of the col­ 
lection are constantly made. It is 
especially rich In the early standard 
Spanish works on America, containing 
many rare and valuable editions. 
Latterly, Mr. Bancroft has entered 
upon the undertaking which he orig­ 
inally had’ in view—the composition 
from this rich mass of material of a 
series of elaborate and exhaustive 
works on the political and natural his­ 
tory, antiquities, geography, climate, 
resources, 
inhabitants, 
industries, 
and productions of the whole ter­ 
ritory mentioned, which he terms the 
Pacific States of North America. To 
select and boil down from the huge 
mass by which he is surrounded; to 
sift the grains <pf wheat from this 
mountain of chaff; to extract from 
the archives of public offices, and the 
libraries of convents and missions, 
such facts as are of value to the scholar 
and of interest to the general reader; 
to arrange these facts in a natural or­ 
der, and spread them out in such a 
manner as to be of the most practical 
benefit to inquirers in the various 
brandies of knowledge is a vast and 
responsible labor. Mr. Bancroft lias 
called to his aid a large number of as­ 
sistants, who, by indexing and copy­ 
ing have made more available for liis 
purpose the salient facts embodied in 
his collection. Borne forty or fifty 
leading subjects were selected as the 
basis of the index, on a very clear autl 
original plan selected by Mr. Oak, 
librarian of the collection, these sub­ 
jects embracing the whole range of 
practical knowledge of history, biogra­ 
phy and science. The books were 
then carefully examined, and reference 
to the volume and page were put upon 
cards, in much the same manner as 
one would index a single book. This 
index alone when completed will have 
cost over $10,000, but its value as a 
guide to Pacific Coast literature is in­ 
estimable. By means of it the stu­ 
dent is directed at once to all the 
sources of information concerning his 
subject, and the orderly writing up of 
many topics is thus made practicable 
which would else be impossible. The 
index will be of permanent value as a 
bibliographical list, and useful in any 
other library. If Mr. Bancroft has 
done no more than form this collection 
of books and exhaustively list them in 
a descriptive index, he would have 
performed a labor of very great and 
lasting value. The work he is writ­ 
ing, however, and which will be ency­ 
clopedic in its comprehensiveness, will 
much enhance his services to the liter­ 
ary, scientific and business world, und 
and can hardly fail to take rank as the 
prime authority on all matters relat­ 
ing to the western shore of North Amer­ 
ica—a region of varied and unique in­ 
terest, destined to be at no distant day 
the seat of a vast population. But for 
the lavish expenditure of money and 
labor bestowed by a single man on this 
subject much of the best material forthe 
Pacific States, their antiquities and the 
origin of their modem condition would 
be now, if not lost, too widely scattered 
ever to be available to the student. 
He lias done more that any public soci­ 
ety would have done for fifty years to 
to come, and what perhaps no society 
could do at any later period.—[Over­ 
land Monthly. 


Champion Telescope of the World. 


James Lick, the wealthy Californian, 
who has recently delighted the scien­ 
tists of the State with his notion of 
erecting a model observatory in the 
higher Sierra, has now set those 
gentlemen fairly beside themselves 
with joy by promising a million dol­ 
lars to furnish it with the champion 
telescope of the world. The new’Clark 
telescope at Washington, which has 
been the theme of so mucn descriptive 
writing of lute cost only a matter of 
$30,000, and will compare with this 
proposed monster as the pocket spy­ 
glass of the tourist with the mam­ 
moth instrument of the observatory, 
Just how large the new telescope can 
be made, it is impossible at present 
to say. Experiments must be made 
with glass and the most careful invest­ 
igation will be needed in order to de­ 
termine the feasibility of constructing 
a lens of the exraordinary diameter 
and focal length required. The Ncien- 
tifio American points out the capa­ 
bility of a twelve-foot objective with 
a focal depth of 12D feet; whioh, with 
an eye-piece of 1-20 inch focus, would 
give a magnifying power of 28,800 
times the linear dimensions, or over 
800,(X)0,000 times the surface of a body. 
This would bring Mars, so to speak, 
within 4,000 miles of us, and make it 
appear 100 times as large as the moon. 
As for the moon, let the reader seri­ 
ously think of having that satellite 
within eight miles of him; so near 
that, if'inhabitants there be, he can 
see them. Even if no more astonish­ 
ing discoveries be made, the effects of 
volcanic action upon the surface will 
form a prolific field of study. 


The fat contributor ottbrs the follow­ 
ing among other valuable hints fo Mr. 
Be rub for the B. F. T. P. O. C. T. A.: 
To encourage trout to write poetry, 
for we have seen some very beautiful 
trout lines. To protect ants from their 
nephews and nieces. To abolish mos­ 
quito bars, as they make the little fel­ 
lows very irregular at qieals. 


A Gigantic Scheme. 
The Sacramento correspondent of 
the Alta California gives publicity to 
a proposed scheme for irrigating’the 
San Joaquin valley, which, if it could 
be carried out, would undoubtedly 
make this one of the most favored re­ 
gions on the continent. We have* fears, 
however, tiiat the scheme is too great 
to be successfully inaugurated at the 
present time, and although H might 
in time he a profitable one, at present 
the immense cost will deter our people 
from giving It their approval. The 
proposition, as given by tiie aforesaid 
correspondent, is as follows: “To build 
a canal from where the San Joaquin 
comes out of the Sierra along the tor­ 
tuous base of the mountuin range 
down to Stocktoiij and from this to ir­ 
rigate the land ot the plains below. 
This canal is to be one hundred and 
thirty miles long and at least eight 
feet Jeep. There are to be solid ma­ 
sonry aqueducts at points where the 
canal crosses the streams above men­ 
tioned, witli a system of 
flumes 
through which an additional supply 
of water can be obtained when desired, 
and through whicli lumber can be 
flouted. The canal is also to be used 
as a means through which farmers can 
reacli the market with their produce— 
in other words, to take the place of a 
railroad. It is estimated that it will 
cost one hundred thousand dollars per 
mile to construct the canal and supply 
it with the brunch supply, mains 
for ranches, locks, etc., complete. 
This would put the total cost at $13,­ 
000,000. It is proposed that the State 
shall appoint Commissioners to build 
the canal and superintend its manage­ 
ment; 11 Git bonds be issued for that 
purpose; that a tax of one dollar per 
year for every acre be levied upon the 
land under cultivation (and every foot 
of it can be worked), which if half of 
the land was tilled would amount to 
$829,(XXIannually. In a few years it 
is claimed the indebtedness could be 
cleared and the canal from that time 
forward would aflbrd a constant reve­ 
nue to the State. It is intended that 
the canal shall he navigated by vessels 
of one hundred tons.” We know that 
certain parties have for some time had 
this subject under consideration, ami 
are satisfied that a full discussion of 
the proposition will be beneficial. 
The work proposed is one of gigantic 
proportions, and although its cost 
would be great yet the benefits to be 
derived cannot now be estimated. A 
system of canals as proposed would 
probably furnish water for the irriga­ 
tion of nearly one million acres of 
land, and the increase in products 
which would be thus secured would in 
a few years pay the whole expense of 
constructing the canal. The Ban Joa­ 
quin valley would be made a populous 
and prosperous region, and the taxa­ 
tion which would be necessary to car­ 
ry out this great scheme would in a 
snort time be looked upon as a trifling 
matter in comparison to the aggregate 
benefits that would be derived.— 
[Btoekton Independent. 


South Sea Society. 
Among the papers presented to the 
British Parliament relating to the 
Bouth Sea islanders, is a report by 
Capt. C. H. Simpson. of her Britanic 
Majesty’s ship Blanche, giving an ac­ 
count of his visit in 1872 to the Solo­ 
mon and other groups of islands in the 
Pacific ocean. While at Isabel island, 
Capt. Simpson, with a party of ollicers, 
went a short distance inland to visit 
one of the curious tree villages, pecu­ 
liar, he believes, to this island. He 
found the village built on the summit 
of a rooky mountain, rising almost 
perpendicularly to a bight of 800 feet. 
The party ascended by a native path, 
and found the extreme summit a mass 
of enormous rocks standing up like a 
castle, among which grew gigantic 
trees, in the branches of which the 
houses of the natives are built. The 
stems of these trees rise perfectly 
straight and smooth, without u branch, 
to a liight of from fifty to one hundred 
and fifty feet. In the one Capt. Bimp­ 
son ascended,the house was just eighty 
feet from the ground; one close to it 
was about one hundred and twenty 
feet. The only means of approach to 
these houses is by a ladder made of a 
creeper, suspended from a post within 
the house, and which of course can be 
hauled up at will. 
The houses are most ingeniously 
built and are very firm and strong. 
Each house will contain from ten to 
twelve natives, and an ample store of 
stones is kept, which they throw both 
with slings and with the hand with 
great force and percision. At the foot 
of each of the trees is another hut in 
which the family usually reside, the 
tree house being only resorted to at 
night and in time of danger. In fact, 
however, they are never safe from sur­ 
prise notwithstanding all their pre­ 
cautions, as the great object in life 
among the people is to get each other’s 
heads. Capt. Bimpson found a row of 
twenty-five fresh human heads fasten­ 
ed up across the front of a chief’s 
house. Raids are made to get heads 
and to eat the bodies. The heads of 
men, women and children are all tak­ 
en, and the wonder is that the island 
hus not become depopulated. 
The people of this and other islands 
are not, however, noted for their cou­ 
rage. buch a thing as a stand-up light 
between tribes is almost unknown, hut 
they prowl about for prey, attacking 
whenever they have a victim in their 
power without risk to themselves. In 
some of the islands the men have long 
hair whidh they wear in fashions like 
those adopted by the other sex in 
civilized lands, the favorite modes 
oeing the chignon or loose down the 
back; the women, whose hair is short­ 
er than the men’s, wear it loose and 
undressed. “ In their clothing there 
is not at present opportunity for Eu­ 
ropean or any other fashions.”

If people will be so careless as 
to leave their teams unhitched, they 
must expect runaways. 
The citizens of El Monte are going 
to petition the Legislature for aid in 
ttrning the waters of the San Gabriel 
uyer into the old channel. One of the 
titizens will go in a few days to Sacra­ 
mento with the petition.

TicVets for the carnival at the skat­ 
ing rink on Saturday evening next 
are selliug at a very lively rate, and 
the attendance promises to be large. 
No one shouYl neglect to attend, as it 
will be well werth seeing. 
Only a few shares of stock in the 
street railroad are now left, and several 
of these are already spoken for. Those 
wishing to invest in what soon must 
be a paying concern had better hurry 
up, as there are no reserved seats. 
H. McLellan, Esq., agent of the P. 
M. S. S. Co., has taken possession of 
his new office in the north end of 
Downey Block. It is a little gem of 
an office, but affords ample room to do 
the business for which it is designed. 
Carpenters are cutting a doorway 
through from the room formerly occu­ 
pied by the Sheriff in the Court-house, 
so that its future occupant, the Re­ 
corder, may have easy access to the 
room occupied by the County Clerk 
and the vaults where the records are 
kept. 
A lady in this city lost a gold watch 
last evening, and of course handed an 
advertisement into the H e r a l d office, 
offering a reward for it. Before the 
notice was fairly in type the watch 
was found and returned to the owner, 
a striking illustration of the value of 
advertising. 
The Templeton company will open 
at Merced Theater on Monday night 
with two specialties, “Cuba” and 
“Parepa Rosa.” Judging from the 
approbation this company has re­ 
ceived from the press generally, it will 
probably draw full houses during its 
brief stay in our city. 
8. Nordlinger, the popular jeweler 
on Commercial street, has on exhibi­ 
tion in his show window some very 
costly and beautiful sets of jewelry 
and a very handsome and valuable 
diamond ring. One of the sets has for 
settings very large amethysts, the 
other three are very rare cameos. 
Mr. Smith, Superintendent of the 
San Fernando oil refinery, reports that 
it will be in operation in about two 
weeks. The construction and thorough 
outfitting of a refinery is necessarily 
slow work, but Mr. Smith says that 
when the establishment is once in 
order the manufacture of oil will be 
vigorously carried on. 
At the Sheriff's sale of property 
yesterday morning for delinquent 
taxes, the bidding was not very lively, 
only four pieces of property being sol'd.

A dashing Inrseman and his steed 
came to grief on Commercial street 
yesterday. Tie horse fell dawn and 
the rider was ihrown heavily to the 
ground, but m serious damage was 
done. Ride moie slowly is our advioe. 
H. H. Bancroft has been in town for 
several days past gathering up facts 
for his new work on the early history 
of southern California. Coming from 
a gentleman of such ability the pro­ 
posed work will undoubtedly be a very 
valuable one. 
The property owners on Main street, 
between Temple Block and the Cath­ 
olic Church, are talking of trying to 
induce the Street Railroad Company 
to extend their line as far as to the 
Plaza. They ought by all means to do 
this, as it would greatly increase the 
value of property on the line of the 
road. 
During the month of Februarj’, the 
Los Angeles Soap Works turned out 
about 15,000 pounds of soap. The 
amount would nave been much greater 
had it not been that the proprietors 
could not procure enough grease to 
keep on at work all the time. Wo saw 
yesterday at the manufactory two 
lumps of fine soap, each weighing 
1,300 pounds. 


Tobacco and Cotton. 
A diversified industry is the best for 
the country. A State that is almost 
exclusively devoted to one pursuit 
must necessarily be more liable to sea­ 
sons of business depression than one 
that has several strings to its bow. 
California, and especially the south­ 
ern portion of it, is adapted to a wide 
range of pursuits. Fruit-raising will 
occupy the attention of a great many, 
and will without doubt prove the 
source of a constant and reliable reve­ 
nue. All kinds of grain and vegetables 
can be raised with success, but the de­ 
mand and of course the price is liable 
to fluctuations. Every one cannot go 
into fruit-growing, and without a 
steadier market ordinary farming is 
not likely to prove a reliable business. 
With these facts in view, it becomes a 
matter of importance not only to the 
individual operator but to the commu­ 
nity at large, to naturalize among us as 
many new industries as possible. In 
the present state of affairs the culti­ 
vation and manufacture of tobacco, 
offers to the enterprising farmer aud 
capitalist a most inviting field. The 
growing of tobacco in Los Angeles 
county is no longer an experiment. 
The fact that a fine quality of the weed 
can be reared with ease and certainty 
has been fully established. One com­ 
pany has already gone into the busi­ 
ness on a considerable scale and with 
every prospect of success. They have 
planted about ninety acres, and expect 
to follow the business up. There is 
plenty of room for more. The demand 
is large, and unlike fruit or grain, 
which is bulky, and therefore must 
pay a high rate of freight, it can be 
sent to market cheaply in proportion 
to the value of the crops. 
The 
cotton crop also promises to become a 
feature in Southern California farm- 
iug operations. We have a climate 
and soil very well adapted for its profit­ 
able production, ana with “Chinese 
cheap labor” its cultivation ought not 
to be costly. The well ascertained 
fact that cotton can be successfully 
grown with very much less water than 
is required by other crops, should have 
great weight in its favor. The cotton 
plant sends down a long tap-root and 
draws moisture from a depth not 
reached by any other crop. On our 
moist lands it would grow luxuriantly 
without irrigation, and on the dryest 
mesas it would only require enough 
water to give the plants a good 
start. This crop has also been satis­ 
factorily tested, and we have no doubt 
that the day is not far distant when 
our fields will be whitened with 
the expanded bolls of this king among 
plants. Should we ever become a cot­ 
ton-growing people, and there is noth­ 
ing to prevent it, we need not ship 
our crop to the East or to Europe to 
have it manufactured. The abundant 
water power that is now sinking to 
waste in the sands can be utilized to 
turn thousands of spindles, and trans­ 
form our quiet cañons into hives of 
busy industry. The waters that will 
irrigate our fields can first be made to 
drive our machinery, and Los Angeles 
instead of depending on foreign coun­ 
tries for every shred of clothing that 
her citizens use, can readily become 
the source of supply for the islands of 
the Pacific, and the vast mining 
regions that in the years to come are 
destined to become the homes of a 
busy and prosperous population. 


Meeting of the B oard ot County Supervisors. 
The Board met promptly at 9:30 
a . m ., a ll the members being present. 
The matter of the Cahuengaroad 
was first taken up. 
The committee appointed to exam­ 
ine the road made a report of the road, 
and ordered the reading of the minutes 
of the old Board in reference to their 
having accepted one of the said roads 
in dispute. After discussion the peti­ 
tion was granted on condition that the 
right of way be granted as provided. 
The District Attorney gave his 
opinion on the gopher and squirrel 
bills given him to report on. 
The Board now proceeded to divide 
themselves into the classes required by 
law, with the following result: 
Griffith for one year, Palomarde for 
two years, Machado for two years, 
Evey for three years, and Hinds for 
three years. 
It was moved and carried that the 
Roadinaster use the legal labor of the 
citizens of the El Monte township in 
repairing the breach in the San Ga­ 
briel river, and for securing the prop­ 
erty endangered by the river; also, 
that the County Surveyor go out to 
the Monte and report on the work 
needed in said repairs. 
The Board took up the special order 
of the day—the drawing of the jury. 
[As the full j ury cannot be drawn be­ 
fore this evening, at the very lowest 
calculation, we will not publish any of 
the jurors till the list is completed, 
and we can give all the names in the 
same issue of the paper.] 


Obsequies of R . W . Rising. 
The funeral ceremony of R. W. 
Rising, who died at the Clarendon 
Hotel on Monday last, took place at 
the Catholic Church yesterday morn­ 
ing. Mr. Rising was formerly a clerk 
in San Francisco, and was respected 
and loved by all who knew him. He 
came to this city on the 15th of No­ 
vember last for the benefit of his 
health, he being consumptive, since 
which time he lias been sick at the 
Clarendon. He was attended upon by 
the Sisters of Charity, who did all in 
their power to make him as comfort­ 
able as possible; and he was showed 
every kindness and attention which 
the kind-hearted proprietor could show 
him—the constant endeavor of all be­ 
ing to make the place to him as much 
like a home as faithful care could 
make it. Before dying, Mr. Rising 
expressed his gratitude to the Sisters 
of Charity aud to the proprietor of the 
Clarendon for the kindness they had 
ever shown him and the care they had 
taken of him. 


M arch , There and Here. 
About this time of the year the al­ 
manac of the Eastern man. if he is 
not located a little too near tne North 
Pole, warns him to look out for rough 
chilly winds. His days are rendered 
disagreeable by mingled slush and 
snow, followed by nights of nip­ 
ping cold. His Winter stores of fod­ 
der are growing scant and his cattle, 
pinched by months of stafms and 
cold, are pining for the * turn of 
Spring, still a long way off’. The 
toughest and dryest of his apples are 
all that remain in his cellar, and the 
only vegetable he can font maud are 
the remnants of his last year’s crop of 
potatoes atyj turnips that careful pro­ 
tection has preserved from the search­ 
ing investigations of Jack Frost. 
His fields are barren and his woods are 
bare. Turn to Los Angeles, and how 
changed the scene appears ! A coat of 
verdure clothes the fields, and birds of 
beauty sing in the fruit and flower­ 
laden branches of the trees. The orange 
trees hang full of their lustrous globes 
of luscious sweetness; strawberries 
blush amid the leaves, and fragrant 
flowers of a thousand brilliant hues 
fill the air with their matchless fra­ 
grance. Our verdant hills are covered 
with happy children, or languid inva­ 
lids from some far-off northern home, 
who loll lazily in the bright sunshine, 
drinking in the soft yet vigorous air 
and listening to the hum of bees and 
the song of the mocking-bird and the 
linnet. Over the rough mountain 
sides and rolling foot-nills count­ 
less bands of sheep are crop­ 
ping the tender grass, while in the 
valleys the sleek cattle are up to their 
eyes in clover, and the farmer boys are 
jolly in anticipation of a fruitful year. 
We don’t grub around in the cellar for 
a frost-bitten potato, or dive in the 
straw for a withered apple, but with 
appetites made dainty by a succession 
of luscious fruits, we pick carefully 
over the tree for the finest orange, and 
turn away impatiently from anything 
but the freshest products of the garden. 
Who would shiver in the rough biting 
atmosphere of a northern clime when 
he can bask in the generous warmth 
of our southern sun ? 


The Texas and Pacific. 
A special dispatch from Boston to 
the San Diego Union of the 28th, gives 
an abstract of the programme of Thos. 
A. Scott, for securing aid to build the 
Texas and Pacific Railroad. 
After making a statement of the 
condition of the enterprise, the 
memorialists ask: 
First, That the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad Company may be allowed to 
deflect the line of their road from 
Yenlta, in the Indian Territory, soutn- 
westerly into the State of Texas, and 
that the Texas and Pacific Railway 
company may be permitted to deflect 
their road northwesterly, so as to ef­ 
fect a junction of the two roads at 
some point not westward of the 102d 
meridian. 
Second, That for each section of 
twenty miles or more of continuous 
road, constructed and equipped by 
either Company, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, in the name of the United 
States, shall guarantee the payment 
of the interest, at the rate of five per 
cent in gold, on bonds to be issued by 
the Company, as follows: For that 
portion of the road that shall be con­ 
structed in plain or open country, say 
for one-half of the line authorized, a‘t 
the rate of thirty thousand dollars per 
mile: and for all road constructed in 
rough or mountainous country, at the 
rate of forty-five thousand dollars per 
mile. An additional issue of bonds to 
the extent of five thousand dollars per 
mile to Ije made by each company, 
and to be deposited with the Secretary 
of the Treasury until after the com­ 
pletion of the road which each com­ 
pany is authorized to build; the same 
to be then expended for the purchase 
of additional improvements, rolling 
stock, etc., such as the officers of the 
company’shall certify under oath, in 
case the business of the roads shall 
require the same. 
Third, A restoration to the Govern­ 
ment of about thirty millions of acres 
of land on the old route of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad along the thirty- 
fifth parallel. 
Fourth, The five thousand dollars 
per mile in bonds out of the forty 
thousand authorized to be issued, (or 
one-eighth of the entire issue) to be 
retained, as already specified, by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, may be 
sold by him if at any time during the 
construction of the road the proceeds 
of the sales of bonds, Government 
transportation, postal and Govern­ 
ment telegraph service, and the entire 
net earnings of the road are not suffi­ 
cient to meet the maturing interest. 


Should be Stopped. 
An old friend who lives near the 
Trinity boundary of Humboldt county 
having read the statement of B. M. 
Minor to the effect that as many as 
2,000 deer are killed yearly in Hum­ 
boldt and Mendocino counties for their 
hides alone, considers the statement 
very mildly drawn. He believes that 
in Humboldt, Mendocino and that por­ 
tion of Trinity lying between the 
Humboldt lino and Hay Fork valley, 
at least twice the number above stated 
are killed annually for the value which 
their tanned hides demand in the San 
Francisco market, the carcasses being 
left to waste where they fall. This 
destruction is wicked, and it would be 
well for the law-makers at Sacramento 
to take the matter in hand. If the 
wicked work goes on this class of game 
will be exterminated from the coast 
forests in a few years.—[Eureka 
Signal. ______________ 
Ahmed, an old gentleman living in 
Trebizond, Asia Minor, has reached 
his I38th year. He is a native of Ker- 
assound, but has lived for many years 
at Trebizond, and seems likely to con­ 
tinue living there indefinitely, for he 
enjoys excellent health and spirits, 
though he has long survived all his 
relatives—a fact, says the Pall Mall 
Gazette, which perhaps accounts in 
some measure for his light-hearted­ 
ness. He has from his youth upward 
been a strong advocate of bodily exer­ 
cise as a preservative of health, and 
until quite lately has been in the habit 
of taking long “constittuionals” daily. 
Ahmed is not the only instance of re­ 
markable longevity at Trebizond. 
Another old man bus just died in the 
town of that name who had reached 
his 125th year. 
The reduct ton of beet sugar has 
proved a great success not only in 
Sacramento but in Alameda county. 
About $1,000,000 is invested in this 
enterprise. The yield of tons of beets 
being 20,000, from which about 3,800,­ 
000 pounds of saccharine matter was 
created. This yield will be greatly 
increased during the coming year. 
The Hartford subscription book busi­ 
ness is on the decline. Out of twelve 
thousand agents who were selling new 
books, th£ majority are out of employ­ 
ment, and instead of the expected sale 
of 250.000 copies this season, the total 
sales have only reached about 60,000.
